LONDON, May 26.—Rear Ad- 
miral William H. Sims, who com- 
manded the United States naval 
forces tn the war sone during the 
last two years of the wae, told 
Admiral Beatty, commander of the 
British Gram! Fieet, and a dis- 
tinguished assemblage of Brit- 
ish and United States naval men 
and other prominent ma to- 
day that the British had been 
@isposead to give the United 
States navy too much credit for 


the part it played in the allied 
victory. 
In an address at a luncheon 


given by the Pilgrims Society in 
his honor, Admiral Sims said: 
“The British Grand Mect was the 
keystone in tho allicd arch with- 
out which you in this country 
would today be epeaking Ger- 
man with a very strong English 
accent.” 

Admiral Sims waved aside per- 
sonal tributes from Admiral 
Beatty and Lord Desborough, as.
